Watch Your 
Change

Have you ever noticed that 
sometimes the 50 cent coin which 
the tramway-conductor gives you 
bacic as part of your change is not 
a fifty cent coin, but a British 
florin? ft you are endowed with, 
en inquisitive spirit, you may have 
compared the inscriptions and arms 
represented on this fiorin with the 
corresponding items on the Can- 
adian 50 cents. The first thing you 
will notice is that George Sixth is 
"King of All BriUin, Defender of 
the Faith, Emperor of India" (Brit 
Omn. Rex. Fid. bcf., Ind. Imp.) in 
Britain whereas he is only "King 
and Emperor of India" in Canada. 

The arms pictured on the re- 
verse of the 'currency present also 
a few differences: the British 
shield is divided into four quar- 
ters— the three English lions in the 
first and fourth, the Scottish lion 
in the second and the Irish harp 
in the third— the Canadian shield 
contains the French Flcur-dc*lys 
in the fourth quarter, and the maple 
leaves in base. The Unicorn also 
holds a fieur-dc-1ys banner. 

Although this Canadian version 
of the Boyal arms is not more than 
twenty-odd years old, the French 
lilies appeared in the English mon- 
archfi' arm in the fourteenth cen- 
tury, at a time when their con- 
tinental possessions justified the 
title and arms of "King of England 
and France." 

The curious thing about it is that 
they bore the ileur-de-lys in the 
first and fourth quarters: the Eng- 
lish lions— or leopards, as they are 
nmctimes callod— had to be content 
with the second and third quarters. 
Title and arms remained the same 
until the days of Henry the Eighth, 
who assumed the title of King of 
England, Franco and Ireland; how- 
'ever, the Irish harp was not to ap* 
" pear on the royal. shield .before. }he 
days of James the First, who>put it 
in the third quarter, Introducing his 
own Scottish Hon in the second 
quarter; the old Franco-English 
combination was depicted in the 
first and repeated in the fourth. At 
this stage, the French arms still 
ranked before all others. 

Henry the Titird, King of France 
and Poland, professed a great devo- 
tion to the Holy Ghost, because he 
was bom on Whitsuntide, was 
elected King of Pbland on the 
same Festival, and again succeeded 
to the French throne on Pentecost 
Day. He decided to lllustralc this 
by reducing the number of Fleur- 
de-lys from an indefinite number 
io three, in honour of the Holy 
Trinity.- This modification of the 
French arms was scrupulously 
adopted by the contemporary Eng- 
lish Sovereign, Queen Elizabeth, 
who is said to have declared that 
Bhe did not claim France-that-used- 
to-be, but Franee-as-it-is-now. 

During Queen Anne's reign, the 
legislative union of England and 
Scotland was brought into effect, 
and was symbolized by a combin- 
ation of English and Scottish arms 
in the first and fourth quarters; 
the French lilies then were put into 
the second quarter, the Irish harp 
remaining in the third. The Hano- 
verians brought In the fourth quar- 
ter a reduced version of the chess- 
board like arms of their German 
dukedoms: A lion for Brunswick, 
two lions for Luneburg, a horse for 
Hanover, and above all, none less 
than the Crown of Charlemagne, 
■which represented fteir title of

Rally Hears 
Of Students 

Fighting French 
- Officer Speaks; 
Choir U Heard 



- More than 100 students were in 
attendance, at a student rally held 
last nighl in the linion Ballroom. 
The highlight of the program was 
the unexpected appearance of a 
Fighting French officer, Lieutenant 
Fouche, who addressed the gather 
ing in French. The principal speak' 
ers. Mile. Frances and Mr. Dale 
Brou-n, gave informative talks on 
their respective subjects, the poti 
tion of students in warthne, and the 
International Student Service. The 
meeting was topped off by the per 
formanee of the Russian Glinka 
Choir. 

The first speech was given by 
Mile. Frances, who gave a reassur- 
ing account of the morale of stu 
dents In the occupied countries of 
Europe. The attitude of students In 
France and the Low Countries was 
described as one of stubborn re- 
sistance, and determination to out- 
wit the Nazi oppressors. Under Ger 
man rule no study is possible, and 
the great majority of tlic student 
class have an overwhelming desire 
to escape and enlist with the Allied 
forces.

France Theme 
Of Discussions 

_ RVC Historiant 
Hears Greer, 
; Waelbroedc 

France centred as the main topic 
of discussion at the second meeting 
of the Historical Club held last 
night. 

The first subject was "The French 
Nobles of the Fint Half of the 
Seventeenth Century" and was dis* 
cuued .by Cecily Greer. She spoke 
first of the political influence and 
power of the noble class, and con- 
tinued with a summary of their 
position in relation to French So- 
ciety and the Church.

Dr. Higgins 
Speaks on 
PublicWorks 

Bowlmg League 
To Be Set Up 
In Commerce 

"Planning of Public Works" 
was the topic of an address de- 
livered by Dr. Benjaniin Higr 
gins, of the McGill Economics 
Department, before a supper 
meeting of the Commerce Un- 
dergraduate Society. The talk 
dealt with the problems arising 
in the. administration of écono- 
mie policy after the organisation 
of the public works projects 
have been set up. 

Having recently returned from 
Washington where he was working 
on some aspect of the post-war re- 
construction problem, Dr. Higgins 
said that 'the main point of this 
question was to figure out what the 
impact of the war was on employ- 
ment, demand and supply, and then 
determine what private. enterprise 
could do. This would give us a 
"gap" which could be filled up by 
public works.^ v . 

Dr. Higgins then discussed some 
of the specialized problems that 
would arise out of such public work 
programmes.. He dealt with the

Masic Reviews 



RUDOLF SERKIN 
AND LES CONCERTS SYMFHONIQUÈS 

HudoU Serkin, soloist with I'CDrchestre des 
Concerts Symphoniques in last Tuesday's con- 
cert, enhanced his reputation with Montrealers 
as one of the greatest o( contemporary pianists. 
Thi concert, which was attended by Their 
Excellencies the Earl and Countess of Athlone, 
set off a virtuoso of superb musicianship 
against very creditable orchestral playing, 

Mr, Serkin's playing of the Rachmaninoff 
Concerto No. 2 was an inunense triumph. Sel 
dom before have local music lovers heard such 
technical mastery combined with a thorough 
tuderstandlng of the music and Its import, 
and supported by' sympathetic and Intent or 
chestral accompaniment Hie music of this con- 
certo is deeply emotional throughout; in many 
places it verges on the rhapsodic, Mr, Serkin's 
exceptional virtuosity lay In his ability to catch 
the sweeping, pulsing rhythms ol the work, 
and at the , same time , introduce such tempi 
rubati as were necessary to convey the soul 
of the music. 

It was fortunate that the Rachmaninoff con- 
certo concluded the program, as Mr. Serkin's 
Mozart suffered by comparison. The soloist's 
tempestuousnëss, which made the RachmanlnofI 
such a success, precluded a really fine perform- 
ance of Mozart, Mozart's music is light, deli- 
cate, and written in a studied, meticuloiis 
idiom. In the concerto, in E-flat major, there 
was a suspicion of restraint; the listener noted, 
if only in passing, that an element of reserve 
kept the piano part from fitting propérly into 
the accompanying music. T^is fault, however, 
was a small one, and, but for the virtual per 
fection of the Rachmaninoff, would have been 
ifinored. Technically, the music was extremely 
well played; in spirit, it was not quite Mozart. 

The opening work of the program was 
Schumann's Fourth Symphony.^This^ work was 
given a very adequate perfônnânièe, '«nd In all 
but a very few spots the orchestra and Desire 
Defauw seemed to be entirely at ease in the 
music The triplet figure Introduced in the 
first movement and, with variations, in the 
second, did not flow tiom the first violins with 
Minp]eU,^and/w^ leisure; but the musi- 
cUHi'':înWé-^1ihan^^ up for these slight 
lapses by a very spirited performanca of the 
Scherzo and the sustained moving Finale.

I feel 
only the most heart-sickening dis- 
gust and nausea to see how McGill 
rallied to pay tribute to the me- 
mory of their' heroic colleagues, 

Col. Hutnik stood up to, tell us of 
the brutal massacre of students, 
even as you and 1,^'and of thé limit- 
less courage of those thousands of 
young men and women who filled 
the streets to pay honor to their 
dead, even tho' they must stirely 
have known that machine guns' and 
nuchine men were trained . on them 
at all points. And when Col. Hut- 
nik stood iip to address us, he found 
a hall that was surely little more 
than half-full. We the studenU of 
McGlll, who pay loud and frequent 
Hp-service to our commendable 
war effort; we', the students of Mc- 
Gill, who feel sufficiently war-con< 
scious without the necessity of flags 
to remind us of the war. we, the 
students of McGIll, who are still 
extolling ourselves for a penny 
campaign held almost a year ago 
we, the students of McGill, of 
whom there are 3000, and of whom 
very little more than 200 students 
attended a service to pay their, re 
spect and their tribute to tiieir 
slain colleagues. 
. What is wrong here, Mr. Editor? 
Can It be that we still do not rea- 
lize that this is our war, our war, 
not only theirs? Do we not see 
that what happened in Praha can 
happen here, and will happen here,

At last tiie "Allies" are beginning 
to; Aow results gained from months 
of ■ careful preparatton. The coup 
in Africa will probably be record- 
ed as having been the military 
turning point of the war. It has 
finally been ivoved. that the Nazis 
can be out-manoeuvred and defeat- 
ed by tactical methods very similar 
to their own. 

. On thé other hand just at the 
moment when we should be uniting 
more strofigly than ever before, 
certain elements within our ranks 
are starting a campaign of uncalled 
for criticism that can do much to 
spread mistrust among the "Allies," 
and might even serve to break the 
coalition if not cause open compe- 
tittojiil^'tmiween Britain and the 
United States. Wendell L. WUlkle 
in a recent editorial in the Herald 
Tribune stated "The world is pro- 
foundly shocked by Mr. Churchill's 
statement that he was not created 



to be the King's first minister in 
order to witness the dissolution of 
the British Empire." 

It is amazing that the world 
should be profoundly shocked all of 
sudden that Britain should not 
sacrifice uselessly possessions that 
she had owned and governed for 
years, while tho world saw no rea- 
son why she should not continue to 
govern them for as long as those 
possessions were quite willing to re- 
main imder British protectorate. 
India having proved to be an ex- 
coptloh has been promised complete 
independence Immediately after 
the war. 

In any event it is a problem that 
concerns solely those parties, direct- 
ly affected. If Canada or Australia 
wanted independence they would 
not hesitate to ask for it, and they 
would discuss It with Great Britain. 

Mr. Winkle's attitude could only 
be paralleled If Anthony Eden were 
to write an editorial claiming that 
the Southern states of the U.S. have 
no right to continue treating the 
Negroes badly, and that all the na 
tlons of the world should unite to I 
put an end to this great evil. 

It is impossible to toll from Mr. 
WUlkie's atUtude whether he sin- 
cerely believes ideologically in his 
vision of equal distribution of ter- 
ritory and raw materials, in which 
case he shows complete lack of dis- 
cernment and tect or if he has an 
eye on the 1D44 presidential nom- 
inations, and is eager, to ingratiate 
himself with a powerful but isola- 
tionist section of the American pub- 
lic, in which case he is a danger- 
ous politician willing to Imperil an 
"Allied" for his own advancement; 
in either case he should be repress- 
ed if not willingly, by force until 
the end of the war, when he can 
continue his emotional calls upon 
his "Fellow Americans".

which Bob Stachiowitz gave a ren- 
dering of "Polonaise" and * "Ma- 
zurka," on the piano. 

After this, a graphic account was 
given of the;condiUons of students 
in Germany, with a historical back- 
ground. The rise, glamour, and 
fall of the German fraternities, was 
described. Then the prevalence of 
the youth movements, and finally 
of the brownshlrts was indicated. It 
was pointed out that the Nazis al- 
lowed only those who were in per- 
fect physical condition and were 
good party members, and thus suc- 
ceeded in decimating the student 
body. 

The last speech was made by Mr. 
Dale Brown, the International Stu- 
dent Service secretary in Canada, 
ouUining the l>eginnings of the ser- 
vice and Its present scope.
